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Four Canadian Pacifics. 

Montreal, Nov. &.—“There is am- 
ple room for at least four mors 
railways right. through to ihe Pari- 
fic,” said Hon. A. G. Blair, Sstarday. 
“The thing that impressed me on 
my trip through the Northwest most 
of all was the urgent need for more 
railways. I went over 
the Canadian Pacific, Northern Pa- 
cific, Canadian Northern, and Great 
Northern, and found thai while they 
had advanced very rapidly they had 
been unable to keep up with the re- 
markable progress of the country. 

As minister of ‘ railways, I was 
particularly interested in finding out 
how the present railways answered 
to the aceds of the country and the 
exact possibilities existing at the 
present time for more. With this 
end in view I inspected the land in 
nearly all the districts and found 
the possibilities so great thai I 
would not hesitate for a moment io 
say that twenty miles on either side 
o¢ a railway would be amply suffi- 
cient to permit of a railway being 
run with satisfactory results. 

“Not only should the west jbave at 
least four more railways, but I gm 
further convinced tha: it must have 
them or the cause of immigraiion 
which has been s0 active, would 
receive a severe setting back. The 
outlying districts are already _fill- 
ing up very rapidiy, and uniess trans- 
portation facilities are afforded the 
settlers they will quickly become 
discontented and advise others not 
to come into che country. 

“One of the things that pleased 
me most of all was that everywhere 
au almost general, if, not, in fact, 
a general opinion, was to be found 
in favor of a government railway 
righi through to the Pacific coast. 
The people want such a railway _ be- 
cause they are convinced that it is 
the one great thing that will briag 
about the equalizing of rates, that 
will prevent the farmers from con- 
tinually being at the mercy of the 
railways. They even claim it as 
their right to have one, and after 
seeing what I have of the country 
I agree with them. There can- 
not any longer be any doubt ihat 
there is a great future before a 
government railway that coun- 
try.” ¢ i ?

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THE AMERICAN INVASION. 

A very comprehensive and well writ- 
ten article on “Canada’s New, Set- 
tlers,” appears in the Boston Trans- 
cript of Oct. 22nd. The article is by 
Prof. William F. Osbourne, and deals 
with the great influx of people into 
Canada from the United States. The 
writer has evidently been over the 
ground and knows whereof he writes. 
His conclusion is that the greater part 
of the land speculation is in Manitoba 
and the eastern part of the Territor- 
ies while the greater pari of the set- 
tlement is in Alberia. He says truly 
that the aciual settler of moderate 
means is looked upon with far greater 
favor than the speculaior in large 
tracts of land. His conclusion as _to 
the political effort/s of this immigration 
are as follows; ’ 

“There has been much talk, espe- 
cially in the newspapers of the Unit- 
ed States, aboyt the probable politi- 
cal effects of the influx within our, bor- 
ders of so taany Americans. To begin 
with, it musi be undersiood that, des- 
pite the hitherio somewhat tardy 
growth of our populatioa and develop- 
ment of our resources, our people have 
remained absolutely patient and loyal. 
The annexation policy has never 
had a baker’s dozen of a _ following. 
Well, these new people are, almost io 
a man, going to become naturalized 
Canadians. ‘his is not a general judg- 
ment, the wish making iiself father to 
the thought. I have made it subject of 
special inquiry. Few of the southernr 
ers coming in are violently pro-Ameri- 
can. Many of them are foreigners— 
Scandinavian and other—who had not 
yet become thoroughly incorporate in 
American life. A very large num- 
ber are repatriated Canadians.

CLIMBING THE MOUNTAINS 

Albertan; Rev. Mr. Outram, the 
mountain climber, who has spent the 
last couple of years in the Rockies an- 
nounces that the existing topographi- 
cal maps of the region to the north of 
Field are in many cases entirely wrong, 
and will have to be altered; mountains 
there are where none exist, and the 
same with valley and vice versa. Dur- 
ing his explorations Mr. Outram ciimb- 
ed nine mountains not shown on ihe 


maps, all of which were on an average | 


1000 feet higher than the mountains on 
the railway divide. He also climbed 
Mount Columbia and Mount Forbe, 
both of which are about 12,500 feet in 
height. . 


A large portion of Mr. Outram’s 
work was carried on in the diatrict 
drained by the west branch of the 
north fork of the North Saskatchewan 
river. He discovered a large unnamed 
mountain at the head of 
banch. This mountain rears its head 
a matter of 11,700 feet above sea level, 
and it is likely that as it was discover- 
ed by Mr. Outram it will be named af- 
ter him.

This week sees two new firms open 
for business here, both being lecated 
in the new Robinson biock, next to the 
Unien Hotel on Dominion avenue. The 
Palm Restaurant and Bakery, under 
the management, will occupy the north 
half of the building, and the Frank 
pharmacy will occupy the south half, 
Mr. Charles E. Reid. of Chas. E. Reid 
& Co., will have personal charge of the 
firm’s drug business here, 

Large works are planned upon the 
different coal seams that are embrac- 
ed in what is known as the Gold Creek 
collieries.

A COAL FAMINE. 

If there is one thing more than 
other to which the tvitizens of Edmon- 
ton point with pride if is the conveni- 
ence of location of inexhaustible sup- 
plies of coal. While the coal strike 
was on they contrasted the fate which 
stared the easiern cities and towns in 
the face with their own happy lot, liv- 
ing in a place where whatever else 
might be short there could never be a 
scarcity of coal. And yet on Saiurday 
night found many households in Ed- 
monton without « pound of coal, wich- 
out a prospect of getting any for twa 
cold nights and a day, and the pros 
pects none too good for ihe week now 
entered upon. The outsider naturally 
asks how can this be? Is not ihe iown 
underlaid by coalf Do not coal beds 
stretch for a hundred miles in every 
direction? If these are facts coal 
cannot be scarce. And yet they are 
facts and it is also a woeful fact that 
coal is scarce. There is coal every- 
where for the digging, but there are 
more who want to burn than there are 
who want to dig coal. Increase of 
population has increased the demand 
for coal and there has been no corres- 
ponding increase in the means of gup- 
ply. Indeed, the sources of supply 
have decreased or became less access- 
ible. The mines which were immediate- 
ly under the town have been élosed 
down for fear of injury to buildings. 
New mines have been opened at a dis- 
tance of seven or eight miies, and of 
course there cannot be the prompt de- 
livery from the mine that formerly 
prevailed. Besides the mine operators 
had not yet put on their full force of 
miners, the sudden cold snap took bovh 
miners and householders unawares, and 
to cap the climax Saturday was Rus- 
sian church holiday aud not a pound 
of goal could the mines worked by Gali- 
cian labor supply. The situation 1s 
still more unpleasant this morning as 
the weather has became colder, and 
the mines are now so far behind with 
their orders that it will be some iime 
before they can catch up, no maiter 
what efforts they make. The Bulleiin 
is informed that the screenings or 
slack from the mines of which there 
are large piles will burn very well if 
mixed with sawdust. The first screen- 
ings are sold at 75c a load and are used 
for stsam raising purposes, but ihe 
second screenings are considered as 
waste, just as sawdust is. If by mix- 
ing the two wasie products together 
a useful fuel can be made an all 
around benefit im derived.

Of course there is plenty of wood io 
be had but wood is a poor substitute 
for coal in cold weather. The very 
abundance of the coal and the cheap- 
ness with which it can be mined is at 
the bottom of the present scarcity. 
There is no object in accumulating a 
stock, as it can under ordinary circum- 
sstances be mined as needed, and of 
course the more freshly it comes from 
the mine-the better it is.
